Frozen Heat From the Antipodes. 


The arrival at London on the'25th 


ultimo of the sailing ship Dnnedin 
from New Zealand, with a cargo of

ered in London in fine condition.

When 
he removed to "Deoatur, in 1855, his first 
thought was for the church, and his first 
work was to bear an active part iu the 
formation ot this parish. 


On Trinity Sunday, Juno 4th, 1882, the 


voice of the Master came to him, "Friend, 
go up higher," and at the age of 81 years 
he- ceased to la&or and entered into his 
well-earned rest. Truly "the hoary heat] 
is a'crown of glory if it be found in 
the way of righteousness."

dren and Herself. 


Political Points. 


AY'ASUINUTON, June 10. — The June 


crop report of the department of ag- 
riculture represents the entire area 
of 1,561 of the principal counties of 
ihe United States and includes all 
but a small fraction in breadth of 
prominent crops. The area in cotton 
is 27, 10 per cent less than in 1881. 
A large number of returns say that 
with the recent tine weather cotton 
is improving and' gives some assur- 
ance of a better report in July, and 
the largest deficiency is in the states 
bordering on the Mississippi river, 
where planting in overflowed dis- 
tricts was not entirely finished the 
1st of June. 


The area sown in spring wheat has 


decreased rapidly about 12 per cent. 
The comparative average of the 
northwest is as follows: Wisconsin 
85, Minnesota 83, Iowa -82, Nebraska 
90, Dakota 102. 


The condition of winter wheat is 


still very high, averaging 100. Last 
year in June it was 76. 
Taking 


winter and spring areas together and 
assuming continuance of the present 
conditions the yield exceeding 13 
bushels per acre would result in an 
aggregate exceeded only by a pro- 
duct of 80. Southern harvest is 
safe. 
Northern winter wheat has 


few risks to encounter, but spring is 
still uncertain. The quantity of corn 
acreage cannot be given until July. 
A large increase in area is reported 
in the south and northwest but in 
half the states planting was not fin 
iahod until June aud in districts 
planted had .made no show above 
ground. In parts of the south early 
planted is In tassels. Rye average 
has increased since last year almost 
300 por cent., and is in an unusually 
promising condition. Both corn and 
oats acreage have increased over 
1881, and no adverse reports have 
been received concerning them. The 
last three days of tho week have 
been warm and corn that had been 
retarded by cool wenthor is now 
showing Siioly. 


Planting is <worywhere light and 


the plant is small and not of average 
vigor or color iu consequence of cold 
and wet weather. Increase in the 
area of oats is nearly universal and 
amounts to an average of 7 per cent: 
average of condition 101. 
The har- 


vest promises to be very large. There 
is an increase of ono per cent, in the 
area of barley; average condition 90. 
The condition of clover and spring 
pasture has improved and ranges 
very high in the south and from fair 
to good in other sections.

steamer Ponedo, on May 7, about 20 
miles northeast of Porto Santo, ono 
of tho Madeira islands. Tho vessel 
was from Rio Janeiro lor Glasgow, 
and the circumstances attending her 
loss show how weak may be a British 
steamship. The Ponedo was an iron 
vessel of 1,029 tons, gross register, 
built at West Hartlepool, Eng., in 
1872, hence she could not bo termed 
an old vessel. From the statements 
of twenty two of her crow (who were 
saved out of a total of twenty-six) it 
appears that in a moderate head ol 
sea she cracked amidships, her docks 
started up and she foundered in t\v 
minutes afterward. Fifteen of tho 
crew managed to save themselves in 
one of the boats, seven others were 
saved by clinging to some of the 
wreckage, and four drowned. 


LAWRENCE, Kan., June 11.— IVtoi 


Vinegard, George Robinson and Ike 
King were taken from jail hero y.'s 
terday morning at 1 o'clock, by ; 
crowd of vigilants and hanged from 
the bridge. 
Sheriff Asher offered all 


the resistance in his power, but wai 
compelled to submit 
Robinson 


pleaded for his life and fell on his 
knees three times while being taken 
from the jail to the point of .execu- 
tion. King said when he was about 
to drop: "Boys,"let me down easy." 
The men behind said: "Did you lei 
Bailsman down easy?" and gave 
King a shove. The necks of Vine- 
gard and Robinson were broken, that 
of King was net To-night these is 
talk of revenge on the part of the col- 
ored people, though most of them 
say tho punishment, was deserved. 
Vinegard, who was considered al 
most worthless, had his life insured 
for $5,000. 


ST. Lows, June 11.—The lynching 


of the three negroes, Vinegard, Rob 
inson and King at Lawrence, Kan., 
early Saturday morning, was because, 
from their own confession and the 
testimony given at the examination, 
it was conclusively shown that they 
were the murderers of David Bans- 
man, whose dead body was found in 
the Kansas river ten days ago. 
Bailsman had just arrived from 
Brooksville, O., and intended to set 
tie near Lawrence, where he had two 
brothers living. He had consider- 
able money, which fact the negroes 
discovered, and with the aid of a ne- 
gro girl, the danghterof Vinegard, 
enticed him down to the river bank, 
where they crnehed his skull with a 
hammer and threw Ms body into the 
river. 


MONTIOELLO, ILL., June 10.—The 


Piatt county Republican Central 
Committee met here to-day and fixed 
Saturday, June 17, for primaries 
throughout the county, and Satur- 
day, June 24, for a county conven- 
tion, at which delegates will be elect- 
ed to the Congressional convention at 
Decatur, Dl., on June.

In many portions of the 
county hundreds of people are crowd- 
ing aronnd the settlements imploring 
aid. 
A load of corn was received at 


the court house a few days ago. Be- 
fore it could be distributed hundreds 
of starving women and children 
crowded around the vehicle implor- 
ing to bo given a quarter of a peck 
of grain. A courier just arrived 
gives heart-rending accounts of the 
situation. Tho court house is crowd- 
ed with nieii, women and children 
begging for bread. There are hun- 
dreds of them who had not tasted a 
morsel of food for two days. This 
county is a very isolated, in tho 
mountains, the nearest railway sta- 
tion being 45 miles. In some in- 
stances as much as §200 has been 
offered for a barrel of ilour. Several 
wagons with relief have been pushed 
out from Danville to travel all night 
in hopes of saving the lives of some.

Serious IDtunagre. to Growing Crops in 


the County—Btisf Interviews 


wltn Farmers. 


A heavy rain, particularly at this sea- 


eon of the year, is most discouraging to 
farmers who have been retarded in their 
farm operations by the cold and damp 
days. Wheat and oateon high ground 
look well, but the rain of Saturday after- 
noon and night and Sunday, has done 
damage that cannot be accurately estima- 
ted in this county. In many parts of the 
county whole farms are under water, and 
the happy husbandmen are those who 
own rolling and high land on which the 
water cannot remain.

Village IrcUtaetare in CUM. 


Villages, not badly built by any means, 


oooor at intervals of » mile or two apart 
all along the roads of China. Very good 
brick, ranch about the same size, shape 
and material as those x&ude in this conn- 
try, compose the walls of the better 
houses, while for the poorer order of 
edifices mud is used. The brick-walls 
in China are excellent, better than the 
cheaper brick walls in America, and but 
little inferior to oar best pressed brick. 
When Tillages arc constructed of mod 
there is a striking resemblance to the 
villages of Egypt lite houses have no 
outside windows and but one opening, 
which is the door. The openings for 
light are upon inner courts or back-yards, 
and are without glaus. The eaves are 
made to project, so as to keep out the 
rain, and in doing so of course exclude 
much light as well. Bunds made of 
slats are sometimes used, and thin, light 
paper pasted over the slats serve to keep 
out some of the cold air and to let in a 
little light The houses are invariably 
one story high. 
Aud at the bottom of 


this custom is a superstition that higher 
houses would interfere with the spirits 
of the air ("Fung Chui") and offend 
them, thus bringing disaster upon the 
house or village. In front of each door, 
and at a distance of eight or ten feet, 
stands a detached wall, fifteen feet long 
and as high as the eaves of the house, 
concealing the door from any person 
standing m front of it 
This is for the 


purpose of protecting the house and 
family from malignant "Fung Ohni," or 
spirits, which are popularly believed to 
fly only in straight lines and to be in- 
capable of turning a corner. It follows 
that when traversing the air in search of 
a certain house, when they oomo in con- 
tact with the wall they are thrown off at 
an angle and thus baffled of their fell par- 
pose, and fly in a tangent through infinite 
space and are lost. A Chinese village 
has but little in common with those of 
thin country, either in detail or in gen- 
eral appearance. While the villgaes of 
America copied from English prototypes 
are peculiar, from their detached and 
separate build, with gardens and grass 
plots, those of China are compact, hud- 
dled together and present from a distance 
tie aspect of a mere dead wall One 
peculiarity of all Chinese cities and vil- 
lages is the absence of steeples, spires or 
pinnacles of any kind, while Moham- 
medan countries have the mosque, with 
ite flashing domes aud graceful minarets, 
and European and American centres of 
population are marked by lofty towers 
and spires, China is almost absolutely 
without any of these striking architec- 
turalpoints. The result Is great monotony 
and dullness of aspect

Any one who reads the papers will 


notice the frequent advertisements of 
type writers, who are now becoming al- 
most a guild. Professional type writers 
make the business more profitable than 
any other method of copying, and hence 
there is a constant increase in the num- 
ber.
